A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative commented on apparent abilities of 
the invention, including such aspects as the ability to relink based upon information stored in an object file, where the 
relationship between dependent modules are maintained almost as a "list" of dependencies in the files. Also mentioned 
was the ability to maintaining compiler options in the object files. The compiler options were mentioned to be in the 
limitation "...information indicating optimization..." The Examiner reads this as results of optimization as opposed to 
options for optimizations to be performed. Further, with relation to Dehnert et al., note that col. 9 line 64 to col. 10 line 4 
recites the ability to include compiler options associated with the files. 

The limitation "extracting the information indicating optimization...", was mentioned to mean the retrieval of the above 
compiler options, or switches, and cross file dependency optimizations. 

The Examiner interprets the invention regarding interprocedural optimization (optimizing into files including files 
including transformations, extracting information from tables, etc..) according to the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, in that interprocedural optimization as a whole is represented by the different phases all included in the 
traditional compilation process, aspects such as the building and accessing of tables, such as symbol tables, DAG's 
and program lookup tables. 

During the interview the Examiner was unable to explain col. 4 lines 1 and 2, wherein it is stated that "the input \o' files 
are not binary object files...", and yet Figure 4 shows objects 210a-210n clearly shows these object files being utilized 
by the linker. The Examiner could not explain how a non-binary object file was to be linked. After the interview, in an 
attempt to clarify the issue, the Examiner notes col. 10 lines 5-7 which states, "...the compiler back end 410a-410n 
generates binary object '.o* files 210a-210n." 

The Examiner was very interested in seeing clear and concise claim language on aspects of the invention relating 
primarily to the cross modular functional relationships and the ability to link/relink based on these dependencies, as 
well as the ability to store compiler optimization selections in the object file, and utilizing the included optimization 
switches along with the functional relationship information between modules when the linker is invoked. 
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
